The  fourteen  search  and  rescue  and  civil  defense  co- 
ordinators have  been  invited  by  the  commission  to  attend 
a search  ond  rescue  ond  civil  defense  meeting  to  be  held 
in  Helena  ot  the  Slate  Memorial  Building  on  Feb.  23rd  at 
1:30  p.m.  This  meeting  is  in  conjunction  with  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Montano  Aviation  Trades  Association  which 
will  include  a program  oi  interest  to  crop  spraying  pilots 
and  flight  operators. 


NEW  ADIZ  REQUIREMENTS 
This  office  has  been  advised  by  Howard  Firebough  that 
the  new  ADIZ  requirements  require  that  all  aircraft  oper- 
ating within  an  ADIZ  must  be  equipped  with  two-way  radio. 
This  requirement  deletes  the  previous  provision  thot  air- 
craft could  cross  the  Canadian  border  without  the  use  ol 
two-way  rodio  by  the  use  oi  certain  traffic  lanes.  Mr.  Fire- 
bough  odvised  that  provisions  would,  no  doubt,  be  made 
for  an  exception  in  the  case  of  agricultural  aircraft. 


WEST  COAST  AIRLINE  EQUIPMENT 
West  Coost  Aulmes  president,  Nick  Bez,  advised  that 
his  compony  has  puichosed  six  Fokker  F-27,  40-pas3enger 
aircraft.  These  new  hlgh-wing  airliners  were  developed 
for  locol  service  operation  and  are  equipped  with  British 
turbo-prop  engines  and  pressurized  cabins  with  high  per- 
formance which  will  cut  40%  from  elation  to  station  time. 

Tom  Croson  of  West  Coast  Airlines  has  contacted  the 
commission  and  advised  that  West  Coast  Airlines  is  inter- 
ested in  serving  many  communities  in  Montana.

STUDY  IN  CONFUSION 

This  month's  smile  comes  Item  Aviation  Week. 

' Today's  lesson  In  Technical  English  comes  from  o re- 
cent report  Issued  by  a large  Government  aeronouttcol  re- 
search establishment.  The  report  Is  aimed  at  the  'flying 
fanner'  or  the  spray-dust  operators. 

The  major  problem  was  to  find  ways  to  improve  the 
swath  coverage  and,  particularly,  to  make  it  wider  and 
more  uniform.  Follov/lng  ore  the  conclusions  of  the  report 
with  translations  into  Ordinary  Speech; 

1.  Greater  lateral  dispersion  of  aeriol  sprays  will  re- 
sult when  the  position  at  which  droplets  ere  elected  is  moved 
toward  the  wing  tip.  when  the  mean  diameter  of  the  drop- 
let spectrum  Is  reduced,  or  when  either  the  airplane  list 
coefficient  or  the  altitude  is  increased. 

TRANSLATION:  Move  the  nozzles  outboard,  moke 

them  smaller.  Uy  higher  and  a little  slower. 

2.  The  uniformity  and  ellecllve  width  of  the  swath  is 
improved  by  increasing  the  moss  efllux  rale  with  distance 
from  the  plane  of  symmetry. 

TRANSLATION;  Put  more  nozzles  near  the  wlngtlp 
than  you  do  near  the  fuselage. 

3.  As  compared  with  a spray  speetrun«of  300-micron 

mean  diameter,  the  spray  spe^rum  with  a-mean-diaraefer 
of  200  mfertms  allows  greater  lllght-pAjh  (Sp^oihg  and  pro- 
duces a more  uniform  deposit.  Moreover,  the  degree  of. 
uniformity  Is  less  sensitive  to  changes  In  the  spacing  bi 
adiacent  passes  ol  the  airplane.  . • 

TRANSLATION:  The  smaller  the  drops,  Ihe^  fetter.  "

C.  I.  LOWEN  SUCCEEDS  LEE  AS  ADMINISTRATOR 
OF  C.A.A. 

Charles  ].  Lowen.  a former  flight  school  operator  and 
partner  in  an  aircraft  parts  supply  business,  is  the  new  ad- 
ministrator of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Admfnlstrotlon.  suc- 
ceeding Frederick  B.  Lee  who  was  fired  recently. 

Lowen,  who  had  been  serving  as  a Deputy  Adminis- 
trator since  last  luly  was  named  to  the  top  CAA  post  by 
President  Eisenhower  on  Dec.  9th.  He  was  officially  sworn 
In  by  Secretary  of  Commerce.  Sinclair  Weeks,  at  cere- 
monies held  Dk.  12th. 

Mr.  Lowen  Is  a pilot  with  u background  of  17  years  in 
aviation.  Bom  in  Denver  on  June  IS,  19IS.  he  went  Into  the 
aviation  sales  and  service  business  there  in  1936  after  study- 
ing at  the  University  ol  Colorado,  from  which  he  was  grod- 
uoted  with  a B.A.  degree  in  1938. 

From  1938  to  1942.  he  was  a partner  in  Mountain  States 
Aviation.  Colorado,  a five-state  distributorship  for  various 
aircralt  manulacturers.  He  also  operated  the  largest  pri- 
vate pilot  training  school  between  the  Mississippi  River  and 
the  West  Coast,  and  the  third  largest  civUen  pilot  training 
program  in  the  country  for  the  U.  S.  Government. 

In  1942  he  entered  the  Air  Transport  Command  as  a 
second  lieutenant.  In  1945,  after  duty  In  all  theaters  that 
included  ferrying  four-engine  aircraft  and  commanding 
Johnson  Island  in  the  Paclilc,  he  retired  with  the  rank  of 
major. 

During  World  War  II.  he  served  as  Bose  Operations  Of- 
ficer, Control  Officer,  Squadron  Commander.  Island  Com- 
mander. and  Executive  Officer  of  the  Paclilc  Wing  of  the 
Air  Transport  Command.  He  also  started  the  first  domestic 
hospital  evacuation  unit  for  wounded  personnel  from  over- 
seas. flying  patients  from  Ports  of  Emb^katlon  to  hospitals 
nearest  home. 

For  the  next  three  years  he  was  with  Capital  Airlines 
as  Aeetsiani  Director  of  Operations  (Domestic)  and  Director 
of  Overseas  Operations.  From  1948  to  1951  he  was  Director 
oi  Aviation  lor  the  City  and  Counly  ot  Denver,  leovmg  this 
post  to  devote  full  time  to  an  automobile  distributorship. 

He  gave  up  his  distributorship  in  1954  when  the  com- 
pany he  was  representing  merged,  and  became  Manager  oi 
Safety  and  Excise  ior  the  City  of  Denver,  a post  he  held 
until  coming  to  Washington.  He  Joined  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration  in  May  1955  as  a consultant.  In  July  he  be- 
come Deputy  Administrator. 


A WORD  OF  WARNING 

A CAA  flight  inspection  pilot  recently  attempted  fol- 
lowing a B47  at  various  distances  to  determine  the  effects 
of  jet  wash  upon  lighter  aircraft. 

At  one  mile  his  Twin  Beech  was  violently  uncontrol- 
lable; at  (wo  miles  it  was  uncontrollable;  ol  three  miles  it 
was  in  violent  turbulence,  and  at  four  miles  control  was 
barely  possible. 

The  above  summary  was  token  from  o Flight  Safety 
Foundation  Accident  Prevention  Bulletin  with  a footnote  to 
pilots  on  the  Inadvisability  of  crowding  multi-engine  air- 
craft  which  might  prevent  a lew  gray  hairs,  if  nothing  else. 


SUBSIDY 

The  motor  vehicle  Industry,  dependent  upon  hard  roods. 
Is  only  approximately  ten  years  older  than  the  aircraft  In- 
dustry that  is  dependent  upon  hard-surfaced  airport  run- 
vrays.  BUT — the  total  of  $^6,211,000  federal  aid  lor  air- 
ports is  only  about  three  percent  of  the  $7,258,000,000  in 
federal  old  that  has  been  provided  for  roads.

Piper  Aircraft  has  Announced  plans  lor  Its  first  all-metal 
high-perfornionce  single-engine  aircraft,  with  flight  tests  to 
begin  in  1956.  Scheduled  to  go  on  the  market  in  1957,  the 
plane  has  been  named  the  Comanche.  The  Comanche  will 
have  retractable  tricycle  landing  gear  and  seat  four  pas- 
sengers. The  Comanche,  designated  the  PA-24,  will  sup- 
plement the  existing  Piper  models,  the  Apache  the  Trt- 
Pocer  and  the  Super  Cub.  The  Osmonche  will  be  an  entry 
in  the  "medium-priced  field".

raONTIER  "H"  MARKERS 

E.  L Aden,  director  of  Flight  Operations  for  Frontier 
Air  Lines,  has  advised  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commis- 
sion that  effective  immediately.  Frontier  Airlines.  Inc.  will 
adopt  the  policy  of  turning  off  "H"  radio  facilities  locaM 
in  the  Rocky  Mountain  states  that  are  owned  and  operated 
by  Frontier  Air  Lines  when  they  are  not  being  us^  by  Fron- 
tier or  other  alrerolt  with  whom  contractual  arrangements 
have  been  made. 

Aircroft  In  emergency  may  have  the  facility  turned  on 
or  left  on  by  confoctlng  a Frontier  elation  on  a frequency  of 
128.7  me.  Aircraft  covered  by  ARINC  contract  desiring  the 
use  of  a facility  con  obtain  same  by  contacting  Frontier 
Dispatch  direct  or  through  a Frontier  Airline  station  and 
Ming  a ilighi  plan  covering  their  proposed  operation.  Such 
action  on  the  part  of  Frontier  is  deemed  necessary  In  the  In- 
terest ol  safety  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  an  accident 
tween  aircraft  operating  over  "off  airways  routes"  approved 
for  Frontier  Air  Lines  operations  under  day  ond  nlghl  VFR 
and  IFR  conditions  and  who  have  no  knowledge  oi  other 
oircraft  operotlng  at  the  same  time  over  the  some  route. 


CAB— LOCAL  SERVICE  CARRIERS 

Chairman  Ross  Rizley  of  the  CAB  praised  the  action 
of  the  Congress  and  the  President  in  recognizing  the  need 
to  make  local  air  service  permanently  available  to  the 
American  people.  "On  behalf  oi  the  Board,"  Chalnnan 
Rizley  stated.  "I  should  like  to  welcome  the  local  service 
air  comers  into  the  permanent  network  of  American  air 
transportation.  I am  conlident  that  these  local  service  dr 
carriers  will  make  possible  increased  trade  and  travel 
throughout  the  Notion  and  as  their  business  Increases,  I am 
very  hopeful  that  they  will  soon  become  as  financially  seH- 
sufficient  os  our  domestic  trunk  airlines.  ' 

Mr.  Rizley  made  his  slofement  shortly  oiler  the  CAB 
granled  the  fourteenth  and  final  permanent  certificate  lo 
Allegheny  Airlines.  The  Allegheny  decision  on  Dec.  12, 
1955  culminated  an  investigative  action  begun  by  the  CAB 
on  March  22,  1943,  to  determine  whether  there  was  a need 
to  sponsor  and  develop  a "local,  feeder  and  pickup  air 
service"  lo  the  smoll  cities  and  towns  of  the  Urtiled  Stales. 

MONTANA  LOCAL  SERVICE  AIRLINE  MEETING 
IN  BILLINGS 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  met  with  Pres- 
ident Myhre  oi  Fronlier  Airlines  In  BUllngs  on  Jon.  I9th  at 
which  time  Mr.  Myhre  advised  commission  members  that 
his  airline  was  opplying  lo  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  lo 
serve  many  Montana  communities. 

Representatives  of  len  Montana  cities  attended  the 
meeting  and  agreed  to  support  Frontier  Airlines  in  their  ef- 
fort to  obtain  CAB  approval  for  local  airline  service  in  Mon- 
tano. 


CHRISTMAS  CARDS 

The  commission  sent  out  Christmas  cards  to  all  reg- 
istered pilots.  Upon  the  reverse  side  of  which  was  a list- 
ing of  all  airway  radio  iacilities  in  Montana. 

This  listing  of  radio  iacllllies  was  printed  so  that  the 
card  may  be  mounted  on  the  instrument  panel  of  your  air- 
plane and  it  Is  suggested  that  you  cover  the  card  with  a 
plastic  material  and  alfach  it  lo  your  instrument  panel 
with  four  metal  saews.  You  will  find  this  a handy  gadget 
In  calling  CAA  airways  stations.  Incldently,  If  your  air- 
craft is  not  egmpped  with  two  way  radio  you  may  shortly 
be  reslrictod  m the  use  el  yeur  esrpiane.  p^riir^.wi^/  ^ 
ADIZ  zones  ond  in  Montana  north  oi  the  48lh  parallel. 

DUSTER  PILOTS  NOTE 

A 16-month-oId  daughter  ol  a pilot  was  taken  to  the 
hospital  at  7:15  p.m..  July  14,  1955,  and  treated  for  organic 
phosphorus  poisoning. 

the  child  was  found  gagging  and  choking,  with  froth  at 
the  nose  and  mouth,  eyes  rolling  and  with  pin-point  pupils, 
temperature  105  degrees,  pulse  196. 

She  went  into  conviusions.  then  lapsed  into  uncon- 
sciousness and  was  placed  in  a resuscitator.  She  was  given 
atrophine  In  1/300  gr.  doses  at  frequent  intervals,  “rhe 
pulse  rate  dropped  lo  150  by  11:00  p.m.,  but  she  remained 
immobile  until  2:30  a.m. 

She  was  then  placed  under  oxygen  until  the  afternoon 
ol  the  17ih.  A blood  cholinesterase  sample  taken  on  the 
21st  and  tested  at  the  hospital  laboratory  by  the  Metcalf 
colorimetric  method  showed  plasma  0.22  and  red  cells  0.60. 
She  was  discharged  about  July  23. 

The  father  was  a pilot.  He  had  always  been  meticulously 
careful  not  to  touch  the  child  alter  handling  pesticides  until 
he  had  bathed  and  changed  clothes.  A careful  search  by 
the  child's  mother  and  grandmother  failed  to  locate  any 
poison  on  the  premises. 

On  the  morning  of  the  14lh,  Ihe  pilot  came  In  from  spray- 
ing Syslox.  and  had  cleaned  his  boots  with  paper  towels, 
which  he  had  thrown  into  a waste  basket  leaving  the  bools 
In  the  bathroom.  It  is  believed  that  the  baby  must  have 
put  either  the  boots  or  the  paper  from  the  waste  k^kel  Into 
her  moulh. 

If  this  doesn't  emphasize  the  Importance  of  following  di- 
rections ond  precautions  as  given  on  the  labels  by  the  manu- 
facturers,  nothing  will.

BLACK  BOX 

All  pilots  are  irritated  by  the  continual  change  In  plans 
ol  lop  level  pertaning  to  radio  facilities  for  air  traffic  con- 
trol. We  hove  heard  about  discontinuance  oi  low  frequency 
radio  rernges,  installation  of  DME  and  VOR,  TACAN.  and 
other  super-duper  navigational  aids  which  can  only  be  in- 
stalled in  large  aircroJi  at  great  expense. 

We  ore  all  worried  about  military  and  airline  interests 
In  eliminating  the  small  airplane  and  business  airplane 
from  the  air  by  restricting  oir  space  areas  and  required 
radio  facilities. 

The  top  level  people  really  do  have  problems  in  trying 
lo  come  up  with  the  answers  on  how  we  con  safely  operate 
passenger  carrying  aircraft,  military  oircraft  and  private 
alcrait  with  the  varialione  of  speed  and  flying  technique. 

A recent  publication  suggested  thot  various  efforts  in 
developing  of  communications  fodllttes  include  the  consid- 
eration of  the  "little  black  box"  which  In  Ihe  post  was  a 
super-secret  airborne  equipment  developed  for  fighter  in- 
terceptors on  the  target.  This  thinking  on  the  "black  box" 
seems  to  have  some  merit  and  if  an  air-bome  radar  could 
be  developed  for  coverage  on  three  scoles  of  scanning  so 
that  a pilot  by  watching  his  instruments  could  see  other 
aircraft  in  Ihe  path  of  his  airplane  and  could  recognize 
courses  and  speed  he  could  then  operate  his  airplane 
through  normal  traffic  and  could  belter  recognize  oncom- 
ing aircraft  by  the  use  el  crir-bome  radar  than  he  now  can 
by  visual  obsevalion.  “Three  dimensional  zoning  of  aircraft 
operations  together  with  the  "black  box"  may  be  the  ulti- 
mate solution  of  SO  mph  and  l.SOO  mph  aircraft  operations.
